Winding roads, towering trees, big homes and 
gardens give Riverdale the aspect of a suburban 
town. But it is only 35 minutes by subway from 
Times Square. In the center of the district on both 
sides of the Henry Hudson Parkway are many 
large estates and new apartment houses. Along 
the Hudson River are imposing homes with beauti- 
fully landscaped grounds, private schools, and 
religious institutions. At the Manhattan-Bronx line 
the rentals are lower and the homes smaller and 
older. The district runs the gamut from palatial 
residences through stream-lined apartments, old 
but well-cared-for homes to frame houses in the 
lower rental group. Population has increased 
41.7 per cent since 1930. The principal shop- 
ping area is in the southeastern corner at 231st 
Street and Broadway. 
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
